GALE SWEEPS CITY. 


TTii-mjghoiit the msht a 40-mile per 


hnur wind swept Oakland and this 
morning the bay was tossed br a 
southwest wind of almost the same 
strength. The waves were high and 
intermittent showers made travel slow 
and had almost the appearajice of a. 
(f>g as the wind swirled the drops 
through the air. 


Outside the Golden Gate the wind 


rose to more than 50 miles, and this, 
breaking ov°r Tamalpais and through 
the Gate, struck Oakland south of 
Terba Buena island. Ships outside the 
heads were tossed like nut shells. 


Not only Oakland, but the entire 


state felt the gale, and from all parts 
of the world, according to the Chabot 
observatory, storms, snow and cold 
weather are reported. In the past 24 
hours nearly an inch of rain ha.s 
fallen, and all records for three years 
have been broken by the storm. Eu- 
reka ard Puget Sound also report a 
gale and danger to shipping, and out- 
side the Beads the wind is declared 
to have risen at times to a velocity of 
60 miles Ships all over the bay have 
taken everv precaution agairwt a repe- 
tition of the blow, as weather reports 
today presage another rainy and 
windy night. 


Many vessels carne hurriedly Into 


port j-esterday during the beginning 
of the gale and made fa.st, and by 6 
o'clock all were moored. 


On the streets umbrellas were blown 


about and many turned Inside out by 
the heavy wind. Telephone service was 
hampered in certain districts through 
wot poles and short circuiting.

The story that Lord Cowdray, head of the Pearson Oil Syn- 


dicate, win negotiate a loan of $12,500,000 for Huerta gives 
pith to the London News' statement that oil is at the bottom of 
the trouble in Mexico. All the great nations in Europe, Russia 
excepted, are interested in Mexico because of the vast oil de- 
posits discovered in that country. They all want oil, and are 
willing to take it from a weak country on any pretext. Their 
diplomacy is directed in the endeavor to get something that does 
aot belong to them. Sir Lionel Garden, the British Ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, acts as if he were the special guardian of the 
Pearson interests, which enjoyed special government favor till 
the Madero revolution ousted Diaz from power. 


It has been repeatedly said that the constitutionalists who 


are fighting to drive Huerta from the chair he has usurped are 
being encouraged and financially aided by the Waters-Pierce 
Company, which is popularly regarded as a subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil Company. It is even more certain that the Pearson 
Syndicate is backing Huerta and is in thorough agreement with 
him. It Is not at all surprising, therefore, that Lord Cowdray 
should provide the sinews of war at a moment when Huerta's 
retention of power depends upon prompt financial aid commensu- 


government loan Lord Cowdray can bring the British govern- 
ment in as a bad debt collector in any event. 


But it is extremely doubtful if the Pearson Syndicate will 


place so large a sum as §12,500,000 in the hands of Huerta at 
any one time. The risk is too great However, the stake is 
enormous, and perhaps the English syndicate perceives that it 
must come to the front with plenty of cash if it is not to lose out 
in the game it is playing in Mexico.

The motive for these con- 
nections is usually robbery. Permission to loot the resources of 
Mexico is sold to foreigners by officials of the Huerta type, and 
conflicts between speculative bucanneers frequently bring on a 
condition of civil war. The country is desolated and drenched 
in blood at the instigation of foreigners who smugly insist that 
the illicit contracts they have made with grafting functionaries 
shall be confirmed and protected as vested rights.

They were 
sentenced to death in oonne'-t'or; v-jth 
a plot discovered early in Noveraber 
to overthrow Japanese rule in For- 
mosa, The plotters had planned to 
raise an army of 100,000 Formosans 
and to massacre the Japanese garri- 
son, afterward handing over the island 
to China.

the Statistical Bulletin, issued by the 
board. 


REPORT OUTLINES CASE. 


"A great many questions have 


and others •will arise to be determined 
from time to time. As briefly as possible 
the present situation calling for action of 
the council will be set forth. 


"The matter resolves itself Into two de- 


cisions—ramely: 
"1. The Liability of the City. 
2. The Precautions to Be Taken. 
"Liability under the Act is for injury 


to any and every direct or indirect em- 
ploye of the city, with the exception of 
policemen and firemen, for injuries re- 
sulting from accident Ordinary sickness 
Is not covered. Charter provisions re- 
specting the police and fire department 
cause the exception in those cases. 


"This liability carries pecuniary obli- 


"(a) When death results. 
"(b) For lesser injury. 
"In case uf dcall. the r.Lligation Is again 


divided on the basis of dependency or 
otherwise of persons connected with the 
deceased employe. If there are no de- 
pendents, the total liability is for funeral 
expenses not over $100. If there are de- 
pendents, the liability is graduated—first, 
upon avoraev "arning <*apacitv 
Of gg. 


ceased; and, secondly, on the percentage 
of despondency. 


"In extreme cases the obligation may 


reach practically $5000. Thus an induce- 
ment is held out to employ unmarried 
persons with absolutely no one dependent 
on them. 


DEGREE OF DISABILITY. 


"In case of lesser 
disability 
than 


death, the pecuniary obligation is based 
on the degree of disability, together with 
the average earnings. In ail cases med- 
ical attendance, hospital charges, provis- 
ion of necessary appliances, etc., begin 
at once, but indemnity begins only with 
the fifteenth day after injury. 
For to- 


tal disability, such as total loss of sight 
loss of both hands, etc., the city must 
begin to pay C5 per cent of the average 
earnings and continue so doing1 for a 
period not to exceed 240 weeks, nor to 
an amount over $5001; then tho charge 
keeps on at 40 per cent of average earn- 
ings for the remainder of the life of tha 
injured employe.
